Classified Assessments Defeated. 


The members of the local Lodge of A. 
O, U. W. spoke strongly against classi- 
fied assessments at their meeting last 
Friday evening. and not only that, but 
the proposition was overwhelmingly de- 
feated. 

There was a large attendance of mem- 
bers present and J.S. Allcom of Waltham 
opening for the affirmative, along with E. 
E. Trefry and Dap Hilton of the local 
lodge, endeavored to show that soon 
the death rate assessments. in the order 
would he so heavy, that young men 
would refuse to join. The level assess- 
ments is keeping young men from the 
order and be gave statistics showing that 
while during the past year in the juris- 
diction 2000 men over forty years of age 
had joined the order, only 300 under that 
age had. been admitted.

ments and 48 against.

Reforesting Our State. 


Attention ie called to an article on this 
subject, by Mr, Allen berlain, in 


Only brief extracts can be given from it 
here, but it will be found at the Memo- 
rial Hall reading-room. 

The writer says that interest in the 
forestry question has gone beyond the 
sentimental point. We people of affairs 
are being awakened to its immense prac- 
tical side, and we see a great cotton man- 
ufacturing corporation about to urge on 
the New Hampshire Legislature the need 
of adequately protesting the forests of 
that state at once, if it would conserve- 
the interests of the manhfacturers who 
contribute so largely to the prosperity 
of the Commonwealth, 

In the Transcript of June 6 last, a plan 
of action was mapped out which this 
state might follow ifjit would. The 
ideas there set forth were based upon 
suggestions made by practical foresters, 
farmeis aud men of business experience. 
In brief it was a scheme of codperation 
between the Commonwealth and the 
farmers, with a view of improving lands 
which to-day are non-productivejand al- 
most valueless, by encouraging tree’ plan- 
tations, 

There is no doubt about the needs of 
the state in this direction, and the time 
is now ripe for a vigoreus campaign 
which shall achieve at least a promising 
beginning. The Legislature is now on 
the eve of convening, and through the of- 
fices of this body the people can alone 
gain the end. What is desired is to 
build up through skilful management of 
our woodlands .a profitable business in 
this line. Show the farmer how he can 
manage his woodland as he does his 
fields for crops. To this end’ some law 
might well be enacted to prohibit the 
cutting of wood or timber without prop- 
er restrictions, Reckless cutting has 
been a great factor in retarding the 
growth of woodland, and consequently in 
reducing the value of lands useless for 
other purposes which have been so cut 
off. 

It can readily be seen that our state 
can better afford to,push the subject now 
than to delay until matters reach a con- 
dition of ruination. One of the most im- 
portant points to be considered in any 
plan is the protection of our woodlands 
from the fire scourge. _ Massachusetts 
should at least make a beginning in this 
direction.

Does Andover Care to Preserve its 
Natural Beauties ? 


© 


Tan Maclaren said in a sermon 
preached in Boston, —*‘If I see a man 
go home and a dog runs to meet him 
as a dog does meet a man he loves, I 
have hope of that man.’ That is 
equivalent to saying, “‘I have hope: of 
a man who has a spark of love in his 
heart, though it be only love for a dog.” 
I think .the distinguished preacher 

ould also say, ‘I have hope of a man 

ho loves and ‘tenderly cares for a 
Iam sure that he is one who 
finds ‘‘tongues in trees, books in the 
running brooks,” as he does “‘good in 
everything. 

A healthy love for the beauties of 
nature cannot fail to develope in man 
a broader and nobler character, even 
if it does not inspire a reverence for 
the Author of the amazing loveliness, 
the incomparable delights, that nature 
offers to those who have eyes to see, 
ears to hear, and soulsto feel. A 
beautiful environment has a many 
sided value. While its aesthetic worth 
is beyond measure, its material value 
should by no means be disregarded. 
The good old town of Audover was 
lavishly endowed with natural charms, 
It isthe mission of sound common 
sense to appreciate, to use and to pre- 
serve them. 

In the old days of the old Mansion 
House, a lady who had a summer 
home in Lenox once said to the writer, 
“The scenery about Andover is natu- 
rally more beautiful than that of the 
Lenox and Steckbridge region, and 
capable of being made far more 
attractive. Your drives are more 
varied and your views are unrivalled. 

To be sure, that was in the days 
when Pomps Pond with its matchless 
surroundings was a favorite resort; 
when the grand old pine forests, where 
the Cemetery now is, was in its prime; 
when the dim cathedral aisle of the 
Foster’s Pond drive was known from 
Maine to California; when Fall’s 
Woods were visited day after day by 
country lovers from city homes; when 
the fascimating road to Wilmington 
had as yet given no hint of becoming 
a hot and dusty waste; when the grate- 
ful shade of the Middleton road was 
enjoyed by women, children and horses, 
the distance driven through its depths 
of greenery limited only by the ap- 
proach of the dinner hour; when the 
beautiful gate-way to Indian Ridge had 
not yet been disfigured by gravel 
mines; when the well-shaded roads 
of West Andover teemed with beauty; 
when the road-sides were everywhere 
left more to themselves, and nature 
allowed her own sweet will in. their 
decoration. 

City people say, ‘We don’t want to 
go to Andover now. You have spoiled 
all those charming drives that we loved 
so well.” What can we answer? It 
is too true to attempt to deny. Our 
roads without shade are stony and 
dusty in the hot season. Our road- 
sides have been so mutilated that they 
are noticeable for unsightliness rather 
than beauty. But old Mother Nature 
comes grandly to the rescue when her 
children suffer from injuries. No mat- 
ter how hopeless the case, she sets 
about repairing dumages in her own 
inimitable way, When recovery is as- 
sured, why must the destroyer come 
again, axe in hand, dealing blows to 
right and left 1egardless whether he 
strikes downa bramble bush or a 
young sapling that in time would be- 


come a roadside treasure? If this 


mania for destruction must continue, 
increasing ugliness would seem inevi- 
table, but the signs of the times point 
to better things. What are the nature 
studies doing in the public schools? Do 
they not tend to raise up a generation 
of citizens who will take pride in pre- 
serving and maintainipg the natural 
beauties of our rural towns?— who will 
see in a fine tree on the highway some- 
thing more than so many feet of build- 
ing material, or so many cords of fire- 
wood? 

In the centre of a little triangle not 
far from town where three roads meet, 
once stooda sturdy pine tree, hand- 
some, symmetrical,it made its ownlittle 
spot of beauty and shade. Why was 
itcut down? What became of the row 
of willows that did such good service 
in shading the road, dnd absorbing the 
moisture of the boggy land that border- 
ed it? They are gone, root and branch, 
and both man and beast miss their cool 
shade in summer heat. 

Do you remember a queer old red 
gate, with a great, grey, lichen covered 
rock on one side and &-comely tree on 
the other? A combination that an ar- 
tist in search of choice bits for his 
sketch book would eagerly size. upon. 
The tree disappeared one day, and now 
the artist passes by ou the other side. 
Do you remember “a brotherhood of 
venerable trees,’’ five shaply maples, a 
fine walnut and a spreading ash, that 
once lent such charm to a certain 
stretch of highway? Seven blackened 
stumps now make a mute appeal, and 
naked telephone poles tower in the air 
to emphasize the desolation. These 
are but a few instances of needless 
destruction. Must they be multiplied 
indefinitely? 


Many say that this is all nonsense,— 
foolishness, — mere sentiment. Tt is 
not all sentiment. It touches the mat- 
ter-uf-fact welfare of every citizen in a 
vital spot. Every one who protects a 
roadsile tree, every man who spares a 
belt of trees standing along the high- 
way when he clears his wood-lot, will 
find in the long run that public aplitt is 
a good investment. An increase of 
beauty means an increase of value in 
dollars and cents. The scenéry of New 
Hampshire is its stock in trade. Look 
at Berkshire county, a continous park 
from one end to the other. I's hill-tops 
are crowned with elegant villas. Its 
roads might have been built by a Na- 
poleon. Their horders are as pictur- 
esque as nature and art working to- 
gether hand in hand can make them. 

Yes! I know that it has been done 
by New York millions. But have not 
the cities of eastern Massachusetts mil- 
lions to spend in building and beautify- 
ing country homes where the most at- 
tractive and healthful places are to be 
found? Is Essex county any less 
charming naturally, with its grand sea- 
coast, its islands, forests, beautiful 
rivers, picturesque hilly towns and 
winding country roads ? 

The question asked in the Towns- 
MAN, does Andover care to preserve 
its natural beauties ? is a pertinent one 
and suggests many others to be put in 
the same category. 

Does Andover care to have its hill- 
tops, highways and byways beautified 
by elegant homes, fine parks, and well- 
kept grounds ? 

Do Andover residents care to rent 
theirhouses when they go abroad on 
summer vacations ? 

Do Andover hotels and boarding 
houses care for an increase of pat- 
ronage ? 

Do Andover tradesmen care to éx- 
tend their business in every direction ? 

Do its farmers care to have a never 
failing market for the choicest pro- 
ducts of their land ? 

Do poultry raisers care for a chance 
to get the highest prices for fresh eggs 
and spring chickens ? 

Do fruit growers and milk producers 
care. to:have.a demand for strawberries 
and cream greater than they can sup- 
ply ? 

Do land owners care to sell their 
fair acres at higher prices than they 
would command for purely agricultural 
purposes ? 

Do Andover tax-payers care for an 
influx of summer residents, who have 
money to spend for everything that 
will add to the loveliness and prosperity 
of the grand old town ? 

Just now, there is an increasing 
movement among city dwellers in favor 
of country homes. The future welfare 
of Andover depends largely on the 
success of the efforts to make the place 
more attractive. 
beauty are nobly coming to the rescue 
of the fair spots not yet destroyed. A 
true awakening to the importance of 
this, would ensure the support of the 
entire community.

A Letter from Germany. 


BERLIN, Dec. 12, 1896. 

We are gradually learning that when 
we are in Berlin, we must do as the 
Berliners do, and we are trying to ad- 
just ourselves to German customs, as 
faras we must. It seems the custom 
here to turn night into day, and per- 
haps it is sensible to do so, for there is 
very little daylight in this part of the 
world, at this time of year. It is cer- 
tainly less trying to the eyes to use 
lamp light (or candle-light) in the 
evening than in the morning. 

All Berlin, except the working Ber- 
lin and the school Berlin, breakfasts 
about nine or ten, dines about two, 
coffee at three, or half past, and sup- 
per comes at eight or mine. At ten 
and eleven the whole city is wide 
awake, and the streets as full of peo. 
ple as Washington Street in Boston, 
in the forenoon of a bright day. We 
came home fiom Pastor Steiglitz’s one 
night at twelve, and the streets were so 
full of people it was hard to make our 
way along. I do not think Berlin is 
ever asleep, unless it may be at eight 
o’clock in the morning, and strange to 
say, the schools begin at eight! I think 
some of us could easily learn to sleep 
till noon, but my little boys are very 
lively by seven o’clock and I let them 
ring for the fire to be made, and then 
they watch the process of putting in a 
little kindling and a few pieces of press 
Kohl in the tall monument of a stove. 

On Thanksgiving evening, there was 
a great supper for the Americans in 
the Keirserhof, and F. and I went to 
see what it was like. There were four 
or five hundred Americans there, 
among them Dr. Dickie, the pastor of 
the American church, and a few others 
whom we knew, but most of them 
were strangers. All of the ‘young la- 
dies, and many of the older ones, were 
in full dress, and were as gorgeous as 


The tovers of rural’ 
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possible. The dinner wa3 served at 
seven and: lasted till ten, with the 
speeches. We had mock turtle soup, 
Rhive salmon, roast venison and roast 
turkey with what they called cranberry 
sauce, and mince pies. But though 
most of these things bad a very Ameri- 
can sound, they were rather a poor im- 
itation and did not quite meet our ex- 
pectations, The dinner was long and 
the speeches were longer, though only 
the consul and the ambassador spoke, 

We had the proclamation and a 
Thanksgiving sermon the Sabbath be- 
fore. but there 1s no church service op 
Thanksgiving day. We spent the Sun- 
day after Thanksgiving in Leipsic 
where F, had promised to preach in the 
American church, We divided rp the 
child:en, Maude took her little boy to 
Mrs. Steiglitz’s and Eugene came here 
to live with Harold. They have no 
forenoons in Germany, and the only 
church service is at 4.30 in the after- 
noon. There were some three hun- 
dred English and Americans there and 
all seemed interested. Inthe evening 
there was a gathering at the house of 
au American business man, as they 
have nv pastornow. They sang hymns 
and a paper was read, und one or two 
addresses made. We were very pleas- 
antly entertained by Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
per, some good Scotch peop'e who 
have been missionaries in India, and 
our Sabbath in Leipsic was a very pleas. 
ant one. 

Monday morning we tried to find 
Dr. and Mrs. Gregory, but the wrong 
address had been given us or they had 
moved from that address and as we 
had to take the train back to Berlin at 
10 o’clock in a ‘‘Bumblezug,” as Mr- 
Howe irrelevantly called the slow 
trains, we had to leave without seeing 
them. We found alady, however, who 
knows them, and who promised to con- 
vey our cards. It ‘was a seven hour 
ride back to Berlin, and we found our 
lads all very glad to see us back. Eu- 
gene is too diffident to enjoy making 
new acquaintances, and he had found 
it rather lonesome. 

Our last week all together has been a 
very busy one and pow I am here alone 
in Berlin with the children. ands F. has 
gone to India and Africa without me. 
We have had three very happy weeks 
together here, and it has been more 
housey than any thing else we have 
found since leaving home. We tried 
to find a suitable home where we could 
leave the little boys, but on the whole 
it seemed best for me to stay with them 
here. It means, however, five months’ 
separation and then we are to meet in 
England in May if we are all spared. 
I try to console myself by thinking that. 
there are at least three thousand miles 
less between us, than if I had stayed 
in America, and a month or six weeks 
less of waiting, but it is very hard for 
us all. I feel alone in a strange land, 
and there will be many perplexing 
questions for me to settle alone in these 
five or six months. 

A letter to-day from Naples says our 
traveller will sail for Alexandria to- 
morrow. 

It is not an easy thing to think of 
this separation for five months, but 1 
suppose what must be done can be done, 
but I keep away from good Frau Miller 
for the present, for I could not bear 
any pity yet. We shall try and make it 
as cheerful fur each other as we can, 
When we go out, we can take our din- 
ners where we please, and get a little 
more variety in the fare, and then I 
shall have my little quiet Bohemian 
suppers in my room, sometimes, and 
invite Meude and Eugene to tea with 
us. So we make this as much as we 
can a home, rather than a J’ension

A Study in Forestry. 


A modest little book called The White 
Pine, A Study, by Gifford Pinchot and 
Henry S. Graves, and published by the 
Century Company, New York, is no- 
ticeable not only for being, as stated 
by one of the authors in the preface, 
the first systematic description of a 
North American tree, but for its inter- 
est in, and earnest desire to make clear 
the real nature of forestry, to stimulate 
others to similar research, and above 
all to facilitate and hasten the general 
introduction of right methods of forest 
management, by which alone our for- 
ests can be saved. 

The conclusions of the authors, as to 
the value of the white pine for com- 
mercial purposes, as well as the statis- 
tics in regard to localities and positions 
where the most vigorous and most 
available trees may be grown, are all 
interesting, and we hope those people 
who have no other idea of a pine forest 
than what it will-bringlfor cord wood, 
will read, ponder, and cut more wisely 
ever after. 

For it is the mission of a book like 
The White Pine to educate public 
opinion, to bring to men’s {minds that 
it is not the cutting of individual trees 
which is objected to, but the indiscrim- 
inate slaughter of a forest without 
reference to necessity or availability,

that day to this, the treatment of her 
forests has been characterized by in- 
difference, ignorance, and stupidity, 
there are still woods enough left, to be 
not only worth saving, but under wise 
management to be things of beauty for 
many a century. 

If those who have our woodlands in 
charge would follow the directions given 
in the book under consideration, or the 
still more stringent and definite ones 
set forth in the recently published Re- 
port of the Department of Agriculture 
in the State of Pennsylvania, we should 
have to mourn no more, such dreadful 
mistakes as have been frequent in later 
years. 

What is needed is first of all enhight- 
enment, then carefully considered laws, 
and their strict persistent enforcement. 
The enlightenment* may: be. secured 
without difficulty. In farmer’s insti- 
tutes and similar gatherings, there 
might be popular illustrated lectures, 
followed by public discussions which 
would be certain to arouse enthusiasm 
and stimulate action. 

I, for one, should be glad if free 
familiar talks cou'd be given in Ando- 
ver to grown people as well as children; 
if circks could be formed in every 
school district to aid by money, action, 
and syn pathy, any and all judicious 
project» ooking toward the preserva- 
tion of cur forests, the intelligent taste- 
ful care of our roadsides, and the res- 
cuing from imminent destruction of 
historic fields, houses, and farms.

Entered ss 2d-Clacs Matter at the Andover Post-Office. 
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To Reclaim the Convict. 


Perhaps no speaker in recent years 
so thoroughly captivated an Andover 
audience as did Mrs. Maud Ballington 
Booth in her soul-inspired address last 
Monday evening on the question of re- 
claiming the convicts. At the very 
outset the hearts of her hearers warmed 
towards her and she had spoken but a 
few words when that kindly feeling was 
reciprocated, for she was evidently 
touched with the grand, rousing re- 
ception accorded her. 

For a whole hour she dwelt upon the 
future of the convict in a manner 
which was a revelation to her audience. 
No hesitancy in her words, for as she 
herself said, her heart was full, Mrs, 
Booth is a remarkable woman — in fact 
an inspired woman. As one of our pro- 
fessors told the writer at the ‘close of 
the meeting, “She is a woman in 10,- 
000, yes 25,000. Such fluency, such 
purity of tone, such pathos, such feel- 
ing, I have never seen in a woman be- 
fore. She is remarkable.” 

Mrs. Booth strongly denounced the 
legislation which has taken away work 
from convicts in New York State and 
predicted that many of the convicts 
would be driven insane. Her predic- 
tion is verified for we have before us 
the case of a convict named Hoffman, 
a printer, who, through despondency 
from lack of work, threw himself over 
a railing in the jail in an attempt to 
commit suicide. 

No one who heard Mrs. Booth, who 
saw her charming personality and win¥ 
ning smile, could fail to be impresset: 
with the whole souledness, the sincer« 
ity and inspiration of that noble woman. 


Editorial Cinders. 


The communication of Sup:. Johason 
in another column is one of the most 
important articles, for every parent to 
read that we have printed for a long 
while. The increase of the spirit of 
insubordination in public school chil- 
dren has been very noticeable for some 
time, and has been a subject of no 
small concern among the teachers and 
others who have to do with the public 
schools. 

Supt. Johnson has most carefully 
studied the question, and his appeal to 
parents to be more loyal to teachers is 
not ill advised or basty.

DEFENDANT DISCHARGED. 


Stirring Address on Prison Work as In- | Charge of Mlegal Liquor Selling agairst 


stituted by that Noble Woman. 


Phillips Academy Hall was many de- 
grees too small to accomodate the hun- 
dreds who, Monday evening, gathered to 
give a@ welcome to Mrs. Maud Ballington 
Booth, formerly with the Salvation Army, 
and now Commandress of the Volunteeis 

| of America. The meeting was primarily 
intended for the students of Phillips, Ab 
bot and the Theological Seminary and 
while many of these were present, the 


audience was made up of people from all 


walks of life in town. 

Shortly after eight Mrs. Booth acom. 
panied by her secretary, Capt. Jennie V. 
Hughes, and escorted by Dr. Bancroft 
ascended the platform.and the rousing 
reception accorded them soon wreathed 
the Volunteers faces in smiles. On the 
platform were Profs. E. C. Smyth, E. Y. 
Hincks, W. H. Ryder, J. W. Churchill, 
J. P. Taylor. Geo. F. Moore, Dr. Moore, 
Revs. C. C, Carpenter, F. W. Klein. E. W. 
Pride, Frederic Palmer, Selah Merrill, D. 
D., Col. Ripley, Samuel Farrar French 
and others. Dr. Bancroft presided and 
with a few brief remarks int:oduced Mrs. 
Booth. 

At the outset Commandress Booth ex- 
pressed the great pleasure she felt in 
coming before them that evening, a 
pleasure which she had lookéd forward 
to for some time. She said she was glad 
indeed to come here and speak, but was 
sorry that she felt that she could not do 
justice to the occasion. Her wok was 
done under high pressure and. wandering 
from place to place, speaking here and 
speaking there, soon tired out the body. 
But she said she did not tax her brain 
much, Only ber heart, for there her whole 
work Jay. She was God’s messenger and 
she was laboring to bring joy and happi- 
ness where now sorrow and sadness 
reigned. 

She briefly outlined the work of the 
new Volunteer movement, describing it 
as an aggressive Christian warfare in 
fields not already entered. It embraced 
the principles of America, recognizing 
that no body cvuld be governed from 
another land, and had for its motto 
“God and Country.” They were but 
little yet, but they intended to do well, 
to lay a good feundation and we know 
that if a good foundation be laid the 
building up of the. movement will be suc- 
cessful and God will make the movement 
a blessing. She related many personal 
experiences among the slums, of the great 
degyadation and sin there, and not there 
only, but among the rich and those who 
would be called cultured. It is in these 
places that a great work must be done. 

Mrs. Booth dwelt at great length and 
with eloquence, feeling and earnestness 
on the work dearest to her heart,.one 
that is uppermost with her, work 
among the criminals in the state prisons. 
She said that the reclaiming of the pris- 
oners was the greatest problem of to- 
Gay. There were three lines along which 
she intended to work, and which took 
the form of these questions : What can 
we do for him; how can we reform 
him; and how can we look out for his 
future ? She stiongly claimed that the 
criminal was not as black as the public 
were made to believe and held the press 
responsible, by publishing his whole ca 
reer, for the horror which the public has 
for the criminal. To get at the criminal 
in his prison and to hope for any result 
she must get down to dealing with 
the individual heart and this she believed 
was the only solution of the problem. 

So thoroughly were the prisoners them- 
selves in sympathy with the movement, 
that since the formation of the Volunteer 
Prison League on the 24th of May last, al- 
ready six hundred membersare enrolled. A 
home, “Hope Hall,’”’ has been established, 
where discharged prisoners may be cared 
for until they find a chance to earn an 
honest livelihood. One room in the 
bome has beén furnished through a col- 
lection tuken by the prisoners them- 
selves while in prison. All that she asked 
was that the Christian public give these 
men a chance to begin over again. She 
felt sure that if this were done, 80 or 90 
per cent, of the prisoners could be re- 
claimed and she intended to go to work 
at once and prove it in statistics of flesh 
and blood. 

In concluding Mrs. Booth strongly im- 
pressed upon the young men and women 
who were{soon to go forth in the world, 
to see to it that their influence would be 
such as would lead to the uplifting of the 
fallen and the outcast. Mrs. Booth spoke 
for more than an hour and,a half, but she 
held her audience spell bound. She re 
ceived a great ovation at the close. A 
collection was taken amounting to $110 
in behalf of the work of the Volunteers,

Druggist Allen False. 


The police court room was crowded to 
excess last Saturday afte:nvon when. Ed- 
ward M Allen, of the firm of W. A. and 
E. M. Allen, druggists, was before Judge 
Poor, on complaint of Enoch Gibbs 
charged with selling liquor illegally. 

The defendant was represented by Wal- 
ter Coulson of DeCourcey & Coulson, 
Lawrence. Gibbs was firt called and 
swore that on the evening of Dec. 26, 1896, 
he bought a pint of whisky in the drug- 
store of the Allen brothers and that the 
rame was furnished bim by Edward M. 
Allen, the defendant, On this and other 
liquor he got intoxicated and was arrested. 
His case was continued and in the mean- 
time he called on Druggist Allen and 
asked him fora loan of $10, threatening 
to enter complaint if he refused. Allen 
4+efused to do so and Gibbs preferred the 
charges. 

On cross-examination by Lawyer 
Coulson, he admitted that he proba- 
bly would not have made the complaint 
if Allen had given him $10. By Judge 
Poor, he testified that no magistrate or 
police officer had prompted him to make 
the complaint. Gibbs’ testimony was 
uncorroborated. 

Edward M. Ailen testified in his own 
behalf and said that be had never seen 
Gibbs until the night he demanded $10. 
He testified that he had been in the store 
all that evening and no one like Gibbs 
had called there. This evidence was cor- 
roborated by Clerk Walton. Lawyer 
Coulson called several witnesses on the 
stand who testified that Gibbs’ reputa- 
tion in the community for truth and 
veracity was bad, 

In summing up, the lawyer scathingly 
denounced Gibbs and showed that the 
bulk of the evidence was on Allen’s side. 

Judge Poor annvunced a verdict of ac 
quittal. 


First Lecture on Insects. 


Last Monday evening at the November 
Club House, Frank S. Mills gave the 
first of his talks on “Insect Life.” In be- 
ginning he stated that few people real- 
ized how important a part of Nature the 
insects formed, as_ the earth, air, and 
water would be of no use to mankind 
were it not for them. The reason for our 
having so many more of the so-called 
pests than our forefathers had, was ex. 
plained also. 

All insects are divided into three parts, 
the head, the thorax, and the hind-body. 
Then the various parts of each were fully 
explained and illustrated. It is somewhat 
surprising to be told that insects, jugt or- 
dinary bugs, have alimentary canals, ner- 
vous systems, hearts, pores through 
which they breathe, antennae, simple and 
compound eyes'(which accdunts for the 
way that flies see everything, no doubt,) 
two sets of jaws'which work horizontally, 
an upper lip, besides two pairs of wings 
and six legs which are attached to the 
thorax, Even the various parts of the 
wings were named and illustrated, as also 
the many kinds of antennae. The speak- 
er explained the manner of depositing 
eggs, and the kind of places the-female 
selects in which to deposit them. 

The “Carpenter Bee,” for instance, 
bores a tunnel in solid wood, then depos- 
its an egg at the bottom; on top of that 
she builds a floor of the shavings made in 
boring, mixed with a secretion which she 
furnishes; then another egg, with the 
floor above, until she has laid numerous 
eggs with the floors about one inch apart, 
By the time the last egg is laid, the first one 
is hatched, and how is the baby carpenter 
to get out with nine floors and nine eggs 
to bore through? But Mother Bee had 
planned for that, and bored another tun. 
nel from a rear door, in another direction 
and the baby grub makes his way out 
there. The remaining eggs are all 
hatched out with the heads downwards, 
and they make their exit in the same 
way. 

Nature protects the insects from birds 
and animals, by their colors. Cases illus- 
trating this were mentioned. 

The transformations through which 
an ordinary caterpillar passes, from the 
egg to the perfect butterfly, were very 
minutely described, 

The whole subject was handled in a 
most helpful and interesting manner, the 
speaker being an earnest student of na- 
ture, and able to tell of his knowledge in 
a clear, concise and practical way. We 
are promised that the two remaining 
talks will be even more interesting and 
varied.

Superintendent of Schools Johnson Writes. 
of Parents’ Duty to Teachers. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

May I call the attention of parents and 
citizens to a matter of public concern, 
The teachers of Andover are making 
great effort to correct certain evils of the 


schoolroom, playground and street. We 


ask the hearty and active cooperation of 
parents and others, 

- Sometime ago the TowNSMAN called 
my attention to the disregard of children 
for private yards and property. I wish 
to emphasize a point I made at that'time. 
Many of our children do not readily heed 
the words of theirteachers in regard to. 
such matters. The last two weeks have 
brought'a revelation to your Superintend- 
ant as to the foolishness that is in. the. 
heads of many Andover children. At 
the expense of being lengthy please suf- 
for me to give a few illustrations, 

One day I corrected a small boy. . who 
was on his way from school, for some- 
thing he was doing, speaking pleasantly 
to him, As I wasabout to pass on [ no- 
ticed thatI had not made myself per- 
fectly plain to the boy and I emphasized 
my desire in a way to remove all doubt 
from his mind as to what was wanted. 
The boy obeyed but with a look that 
asked eloquently enough! “What in the 
world have you to do with me here, I’d 
like to know?” 

An older boy last week, during re- 
cess, walked deliberately from the school 
yard to a fence opposite the school house, 
not seven rods away, seated himself up. 
on the fence in sight of schoolmates and 
teachers and lit his cigarette, because as 
he explained it, it was his Right — he 
was off the schoo] grounds, 

Recently a teacherjspoke to her schol. 
ars in regard to certain outside matters 
according to instructions from her prin- 
cipal. A boy rose from his seat and said: 
“-—- haint no business with us after we 
get out-side the§door, while several nod- 
ded hearty approval to the words of this 
youthful champion of Personal Liberty. 

Shades of departed pedagogues! Tho 
Superintendant of the Public Schools of 
Andover will convert himself if necessary 
into a thrashing machine and con- 
tinue in active operation to the last 
of his sojourn in Andover, unless this 
foolishness be done away. If this. 
spirit has sprung up indigenous in the 
children of Andover the remedy is a sim- 
ple one; if it has been imbibed directly or 
indirectly from parents jt isa more so- 
rious matter. A child who was asked 
by her teacher last Tuesdey why she was 
not in line, replied-that her father told 
her to tell the teacher that it was none of 
her business what she did after she left 
the schoolhouse door. Can the People 
of Andover expect that any self-respect- 
ing man or woman would stay in And- 
over at any price to suffer such messages. 
from parents, This is by' no means a 
solitary case that I have cited, and Iam 
just beginning to learn of these things 
from our teachers, 

But there are more dangerous evils 
than these, because these are more in- 
sinuating, and I know of what I am 
speaking, for I have heard it with my ears 
and seen it with my eyes, and it has come 
to me by many sure signs, I refer to 
hasty and unwise criticisms or discussion 
of teachers and schools in the presence of 
children. What we need in Andover at 
once is an exalting of the teacher's au- 
thority by the parent at home, Our 
teachers are not prone to abuse of power; 
they are, as a rule, gentle Christian wom- 
en who remember their schools in their 
prayers, often with a heartache that 
meets its recognition elsewhere, if it is 
unsuspected here. . 

Our teachers are not over strict, they 
err rather in the other direction. Moral 
suasion is @ great thing, but just now 
there is something, far too general in our 
children, which needs to becut out root 
and branch first of all, and then moral 
suasion can come in with tenfold power. 

If there is a science or experience 
which tells us anything reliable about 
children, it tells us this, that some chil- 
dren at some time are morally sick for a 
whipping or some form of compulsion. 
Let us as parents and teachers meet with 
prayerful wisdom every stage and need of 
these children bravely and together, and 
the day will come when in Andover the 
rod will disappear from the wall of the 
school-room and our children will go out 
and in, smiling and happy, because they 
will have learned that which is the 
noblest thing in man, and the whole duty 
in the child —to obey.

IN HUB MARKETs. 


A Valuable Suggestion to But- 
ter Makers. 


Market Quiet and Stealy With Fair 
Demand For Creamery—Weather an 
Important Factor In Prices—Other 
Produce. 


Boston, Jan. 14.—Quiet und steady is 
khe condition of the butter market this 
week. Generally speaking trade is light, 
‘put there is a fair demand for fine, fresh 
a:ade creamery, which is not over plen- 
fiful, and which is kept fairly cleaned 
ip. A large portion of the receipts, as 
asua! at this time of year, is more or less 
aff quality, and this kind moves slowly. 

The situation is as favorable as could 
jpe expected, taking everything into con- 
wideration, and while the stcck on hand 
‘s larger than a year ago, there is a 
larger consumption, and a prospect that 
either for 
home or foreign use, before the close of 
the trade year. 

But in calculating on the future the 
weather is the most important factor. 
If it should be reasonably mild, the make 
would steadily increase and the quality 
improve. But if there should be a long 
term of cold, accompanied by blizzards 
and snow drifts, the production would 
be interfered with both in quantity and 
quality. Under the latter conditions, 
with a fair export trade, some advance 
might be expected. 

Under ordinary circumstances, how- 
ever, it is not safe to count on higher 
prices. Nothing should be done to cur- 
tail home consumption or obstruct the 
export demand, and any advance would 
certainly have a bad effect. There is 
a bare chance to work off all the new 
make and the old surplus before the 
close of the trade year, but it must not 
in any way be trifled with. 

In regard to the export trade, Mr. 
Cochrane, the principal exporter here, 
says he expects to have a chance to 
ship a good deal of butter during the 
next few weeks, if he can get the goods 
he wants. At present he is buying fresh 
imitations at 14 to 15 cents, and ladles 
at 11 to 13 cents per pound. He has 
bought old ladles at 9 to 10% cents; He 
might take some June creamery at 16 to 
17 cents if the salting and coloring suited 
him, but for such as he finds here he 
cannot pay over 14 to 15 cents. 

“There would not be a pound of old 
butter in cold storage today,” said Mr. 
Cochrane, “if the supply had been light 
saited and aaturally colored. I could 
have found a market in England for 
it at a fair profit to the makers, and 
allowed them. to obtain higher prices 
on their winter make. I hope they will 
remember this next summer,” 

Mr. Orin Douglass, who is one of the 
largest handlers of western butter in 
Boston, thinks it would be better for 
the creamery men if they would make 
® certain quantity of their butter every 
Bummer to suit the foreign trade, and 
allow it to be shipped fresh at a moder- 
ate price. It is a mistake, in his opinion, 
to pile up much over 100,000 tubs in cold 
storage here. The winter make is in- 
creasing every year, and as much of the 
June make as possible should find a 
foreign outlet. 

These are points that should be care- 
fully considered by butter makers east. 
north and west. With the improved at- 
tention which is being given to dairy 
products all over the country, there is 
every reason to expect that the produc- 
tion of butter will greatly exceed the 
wants of home consumers. A foreign 
cutlet, therefore, should be catered for. 

A strong tone is maintained in the 
cheese market, and although trade is 
still rather quiet, there is a confident 
feeling that the stock will all be wanted 
at full current prices. 

For the best fall stock 11 to 11% cents 
is quoted, though it might be hard to 
sell a round lot at over 11 cents. Some 
holders are indifferent about selling 
fancy twins at less than 11% cents. 
Sales of several hundred boxes summer 
make were made to a New York buyer 
at 9 to 10 cents. 

Eggs were fairly steady yesterday at 
17 to 18 cents, with very few really fresh 
western offered at the close under 1714 
cents, and some receivers were firm at 
18 cents for Indiana, Ohio and southern 
lilinois lots. Refrigerator lots, 14 cents. 
The cold wave which is on the way is 
likely to stiffen the market, and prices 
may be higher in a day or two. 

Beans were quiet, with sales on basis 
of 95 cents to $1. per bushel for choice 
marrow pea and mediums. 

Potatoes were in liberal supply, and 
prices unchanged. 

Choice turkeys were in better demand 
yesterday, and some sold at 14 to 15 
cents per pound. Fowls and chickens 
continued slow. 


LIVE STOCK MARKET, 

Northern and eastern beef cattle—The 
arrivals were fairly large and the de- 
mand active. Values were stronger 
than last week by \c per Ib on all good 
fat beeves, while medium and common 
grades showed no change. 

Milch cows and springers—The supply 
was more than enough to cover the de- 
mand, and the outlook is not at all prom- 
ising. Among the offerings were some 
choice new milch cows, which drovers 
were holding at high values with specu- 
lators anxious to cut prices. 

Veal calves—The supply was light, 
with an active demand, and all stock 
was sold in quick order. Values showed 
no change from those quoted last week. 

Sheep and lambs—The demand did not 
open up as lively as last week, and a 
clearance was effected at values showing 
no change from those quoted last week. 

Western beef cattle—The receipts were 
light. No cattle of this description sold 
at the market, all consigned to home 
siaughterers. 

Swine—Western sent direct to slaugh- 
terers. None sold at market. Pigs from 
the country sold from 4% @4%c per Ib, a 
shade lower than last week. Country 
sold dressed weight. -

Corn—Corn is fairly steady. Old No. 
2 yellow, to arrive, is quoted at 33@33ic; 
country yellow, 29@29%c; No, 2 yellow, 
80%@31c; No. 3 yellow, 30%c; old track 
steamer yellow, 380@30%c; steamer 
mixed, 29% @30c; no grade, 25@28c, 

Oats—There is a fair demand for oats 
toarrive: Old, 40 to 42 lb, clipped, to ar- 
rive, 28%@29%c; 38 to 40 lb, 2@egu%c: 
new fancy, 36 to 38 Ib, 27@27%e; 35 to 37 
Ib, 26%4c; 34 to 36 Ib, 2544@26c; 32 to 34 Ib, 
23% @2442c. 

Meal—Cornmeal is unchanged at 60@ 
62c for bag meal, and at $1 45@1 60 for 
bbl meal. Oatmeal is unchanged. 

Beef—Beef is firm, but trade is dull. 
Buyers object to paying the advanced 
prices, 

Apples—There is but little change In 
apples, and trade is quiet. 


CAPTAIN SHO HIMSELF, 


Steamer Howard Returus to Boston With 
Colors at Half “aart, 

Boston, Jan. 14.—The Merchants and 
Miners’ Transportation company steam- 
er Iloward, which left here at 3 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon for Norfolk and 
Zaltimore, returned to her berth at Bat- 
tery wharf at 11 o'clock yesterday with 
colors at half-mast on account of the 
suicide of Captain John C. Taylor of the 
vessel by shooting. 

Captain Taylor had just come off his 
watch and entered his room leading ofi 
the cabin, at about midnight, when sud- 
denly a sharp report of a :evolver was 
heard, and several of the officers and 
passengers on hastening to the captain's 
room, found that he had shot himself 
through the head. The wounded man 
died a few momev?rts later. 

The deceased was aut 53 years of 
age, and had been connected with this 
company for about 30 years. He leavesa 
wite and grown up daughter, who reside 
at the Hotel Warren in Roxbury. The 
only reason known for Captain Taylor’s 
act is that he was greatly worried over 
an accident which occurred on his last 
trip from this port to Ealtimore, near 
Fort Carroll, in the Patapsco river,when 
the Howard collided with and sunk the 
tugboat Job T. Wilson of Richmond, and 
the engineer of the tug, James Saunders, 
and the steward, Charles C. Campbell, 
were drowned. This was Captain Tay- 
lor’s first accident in his 30 years’ experi- 
ence when a loss of life resulted. The ac- 
cident was due to a confusion of signals, 
but it has been noticed that Captain 
Taylor has appeared much depressed 
since the collision, 

The Howard was off Gay Head in Vine- 
yard sound when Captain Taylor took 
his life, and Chief Officer John Monte- 
lesh, who was then on watch, put the 
ship about and returned to Boston. 

At noon Captain Bragdon of the harbor 
police, accompanied by the medical ex- 
aminer, visited the steamer and viewed 
the remains. The vessel resumed her 
passage later in the day in charge of 
Mate Montelesh. 

The officials of the Merchants and 
Miners’ Transportation compaify of 
Baltimore, to which line the Howard be- 
longs, state that they made a careful in- 
vestigation into the circumstances sur- 
rounding the sinking of the tug Wilson, 
and that Captain Taylor and his crew 
Were exonerated from all blame in the 
inatter. 


Human Life Lines. 

Bridgeport, Conn., Jan. 12.5+) Miss 
Louise Knubel and Lizzie McNamara, 
two pretty 16-year-old girls, were res- 
cued from drowning at Pembroke lake 
yesterday. They were skating, when 
suddenly the ice gave way and both girls 
were plunged into the icy water. They 
went down twice, but managed to cling 
to the ice and scream for help. Young 
men in the crowd that gathered formed 
a human life line. There were eight of 
them, and each held the heels of the 
one in front. After considerable diffi- 
culty the girls were taken safely ashore, 
Miss Knubel being uncunscious for a 
time. At Berkshire pond Sunday Bertha 
Dwyer, aged il, and Johnnie Donahue, 
aged 7, fell through the ice and were res- 
cued in much the same manner. 


West End Employes Re- Rated. 

Boston, Jan. 11.—The motormen and 
conductors on division 2 of the West End 
street railroad were surprised last night 
by te anncuncement that they would 
be rerated or replaced in positions for- 
merly held by each previous to the re- 
cent strike. The rerating system meant 
that many an employe who had been in 
the service of the company for years, 
and who went on strike only to return 
to work on the extra list or as a spare 
hand, is once more fully reinstated. The 
move of the company will quiet whatever 
ill-feeling has remained on the part of 
the men. Only one division is yet in- 
cluded in the change. 


Two Doctors Iv icted. 
Manchester, N. H., Jan. 11.—The in- 
dictments found at this term of court by 
the grand jury have been made public by 
County Solicitor Tuttle. There are 8 of 
them. In the list is included one against 
Dr. C. M. Dodge of this city, for murder 
in the second degree. He is charged with 
having caused the death of Mrs. Carrie 
Maloon of Kaymond, whore body was 
found in his office some time last Octo- 
ber, death supposed to have resulted 
from a criminal operation. Another in- 
dictment is against Dr. L. C. B. Massaci- 
eutt of Wilton, charge:i with man- 

slaughter in the second degree. 


Indorsed Lodge and McCall, 

Boston, Jan. 12.—The Immigration Re- 
striction league met at the state house 
yesterday for its election of officers and 
annual report. John Fiske was chosen 
president, Prescott F. Hall, secretary 
and treasurer. Among its vice presidents 
are President Capen of Tufts college, 
Robert Treat Paine and Professor N. 8. 
Shaler of Harvard. The secretary’s re- 
port considers at length Senator Lodge’s 
immigration bill, and his speech in its 
tavor; also the efforts of Congressman 
McCallinthe same line. Both gentlemen 
are accorded high praise. 


Proctor Refused Portfolio. . 

Washington, Jan. 11.—Senator Proctor 
of Vermont has returned from Cleveland, 
where he was in consultation with Pres}- 
dent-elect McKinley. The senator de- 
clines to discuss for publication the ob- 
ject of his visit, as he says his confer- 
ence with Major McKinley was entirely 
confidential. Mr, Proctor, however, felt 
free to say for himself that it has been 
known that he personally did not want 
and would not accept a cabinet position 
or any other office. 


Time ard Wages Cut. 

Woonsocket, R. I, Jan. 14.—The 
Woonsocket Machineand Press company 
has decided to reduce the running time 
of its factory here to 32 hours per week, 
beginning Monday next. The firm has 
aiso decided to make -a reduction in 
wages of 10 percent. This action is a sur- 
prise, as the plant has been running night 
and day for the past 16 months. Four 
hundred people are affected. 


Governor Wolcott Elected President. 

Boston, Jan. 14.—The state board of 
agriculture met yesterday and elected 
ofticers for the ensuing year, as follows: 
President, Hon. Roger Wolcott; first vice 
president, James 8S. Grinnell of Green- 
field; second vice president, EB. W. Wood 
of West Newton; secretary, William R. 
Sessions of Hampden. 


Dr. Conaty’s Fellow Priests, 

Worcester, Mass., Jan. 12.—Very Rev. 
Dr. Thomas J. Conaty, the new rector 
of the Catholic university, was given a 
complimentary banquet and farewell re- 
ception last night by his fellow-priests 
of the Springfield diocese in this city 
previous to his departure today for 
Washington.

AT FATHER’S HOUSE 


John O'Neil Arrested For Hattie 
McCloud’s Murder. 


The Prisoner Declared His Innocence 
When Awakened From His Morning 
Sleep by Officers of the Law. 


Greenfield, Mass., Jan. 12.—John O'Neil 
Jr., 26, laborer occasionally and drunk 


frequently, was arrested at the house of 
bis father in the village of Buckland at 
5:30 o’clock this morning, on the charge 
of murdering Mrs. Hattie E. McLeod 
last Friday evening. He was brought to 
Greenfield on the early morning train, 
taken to the lockup given a breakfast 
of a sandwich and water, and at 9 
o’clock was arraigned in the district 
court béfore Associate Justice Dana. 

He pleaded not guilty to the charge of 
murder, A hearing was set for Thurs- 
day, Jan. 21, at 9 o’clock. He was held 
without bail, and, at#:15, was lodged in 
@ comfortable cell in the Franklin 
county jail. These are the bald facts in 
a story that is now on the lips of sev- 
eral thousand people here in western 
Mussachusetts. 

At 8 o’clock last evening the officers 
felt that they were warranted in making 
an arrest, but a warrant was necessary, 
and Detective Munyan drove to Green- 
field, covering the nigp miles in remark- 
ably quick time.

A start was then 
made for Shelburne Falls, and the nine 
miles over Shelburne mountain was 
made in less than two hours. After 
reaching Shelburne Falls a conference 
of all the officers was held, and it was 
then determined that the arrest should 
be made in season to take the morning 
owl train for Greenfield, which leaves 
Shelburne Falls shortly after 6 o'clock. 

Officers had been watching the house 
all night, and it was known that O’Neil 
was within. The house was surrounded, 
a@ man stationed at each door, and then 
a@ knock we; made at the usual en- 
trance. Mrs. O’Neil, the mother, was 
already up and preparing the breakfast. 
Age it was quite dark in the house, she 
had a light in her hand when she opened 
the door. 

State Officer Munyan, Deputy Sheriff 
Smead of Greenfield and Police Officer 
Wesley Woodard of Shelburne Falls en- 


tered: the :house,, whichis: situated only , 


a short distance from the scene of the 
tragedy. The other officers remained 
outside. 

Officer Munyan asked Mrs. O’Neil, “Is 
John in?’ and Mrs. O’Neil said, ‘Yes’ 
what is wanted?” The reply of Mr. Mun- 
yan was; 

“We want to arrest John on the sus- 
Picion that he murdered Hattie Mc- 
Leod last Friday night.” 

Mrs. O’Neil simply said, “John is in 
that room,” and pointed to a door. 

The officers at once entered, and O’Neil 
was seen in his bed, sleeping as sound- 
ly as an innecent child. Sheriff Smead 
aroused O'Neil, and said,‘“"We want you.” 

The suspected man kicked off the bed 
clothing and bounded to the floor. He 
said, “What do you Want?” and was 
told that he was under arrest for the 
murder of Mrs. McCloud. 

O'Neil at once said, “I am innocent; T 
never committed that murder. Who 
said I did it?” 

Apparently he was self-possessed, al- 
though as he stood in the room, without 
his clothing, he trembled perceptibly. 

He was told by Sheriff Smead that no 
one had saia he committed the murder, 
but that he was arrested on susupicion. 
O’Neil bowed his head in his hands for 
an instant and was then told to dress 
himself. He at once complied. 

The funeral of the victim occurred yes- 
terday afternoon, at the residence of her 
father, Mr. George D. Crittenden. The 
eight remaining daughters and the sev- 
tral sons-in-law were there, and these 
very intimate friends: Mrs, Ozro Miller, 
Miss Ida Miller, Miss Nellie Dewsnap, 
Mrs. Albert J. Amstein and Mrs. M. G. 
Clapp. Quantities of exquisite flowers 
were heaped upon the black casket, and 
many more gave their sweet message of 
tympathy all about the lower rooms, 

Mrs. McCloud’s pastor, Rev. W. H. 
Ashley of the Congregational church, 
and Mrs. Crittenden’s pastor, Rev. H. G. 
Alley of the Methodist church, officiated. 

One of the developments of the day is 
the talk of lynching in case it should be 
found that local parties committed the 
crime. A sermon preached by Rev. -W. 
H. Ashley Sunday night has excited 
much comment. In speaking of a man 
who would commit such a crime he said: 
“If a rope was thrown around such a 
man’s neck and he was pulled up along- 
side a telephone pole, such a death would 
not end his existence. Justice demands 
a hell for such a man. But the law is 
inoperative. The law is now largely used 
to defend the guilty.” 


May Not Get Their L'‘censes. 

Haverhill, Mass., Jan. 12.—Tsie sensa- 
tion developed at the license board meet- 
ing last night was contained in an affi- 
davit from Dr. Howard H. Russell of 
Ohio, which was read.

The Russian Crown. 

The crown used by the Russian ozar 
resembles the dome formed patriarchal 
miter, which was a favorite shape 
among the Byzantines. Upon the sum- 
mit appears a cross formed of five beau- 
tifal diamonds, which is also supported 
by a large spinel ruby, polished, but 
not faceted. This ruby and cross are 
supported by a foliated arch composed 
of 11 great diamonds and rising from 
the back and front of the base of the 
crown. On either side of this central 
arch is attached a hoop formed of 88 
large and perfect pearls. The spaces on 
either side of these arches are filled 
with leafwork and ornaments in silver, 
incrusted with diamonds, underlaid 
with the richest purple velvet. The 
band which forms the base of the crown 
is of gold and is ornamented with 28 
magnificent diamonds,
